HONESTY IN POLITICS 
One of the most hopeful signs that our Repub­ 
lic is surv iv ing as such is that the public is still 
suspicious that its officials may succumb to cor­ 
ruption. Howev er, just to pick on gas-corrupted 
Senators is short-selling the problem, which is so 
complex that nobody can quite know by what in­ 
v estig ativ e process any Committee can discov er 
the under-the-table contributions that arc or hav e 
been made to politicians by businessmen, labor 
leaders, special committees or ev en Communists. 
It is now well known that when the American 
Labor Party was organized in New York State, 
it not only functioned as a Communist ally of the 
Democratic Party but that a small and effectiv e 
cell was established in the Republican Party . That 
cell has now proliferated and is v ery powerful in 
New York State and it is well-heeled, as the ex ­ 
pression goes. Senator McClellan might look into 
that situation, now hav ing the ex cuse that he is 
try ing to discov er under-the-table contributions 
to Senators or prospectiv e Senators. 
One hears stories. Naturally there are no 
means, without the power of subpoena and a 
force of detectiv es, to know whether the stories 
are wholly true. For instance, I do not believ e 
that Senator Francis Case’s story is ex actly as 
he tells it because it does not ring true, but I 
hav e no proof one way or the other. It will un­ 
doubtedly come out sooner or later that just as 
there is a natural gas lobby , so there is an anti­ 
natural gas lobby and if one gang is spending 
money , the other gang is spending money and an 
inv estigation should bring that out, too. Then 
may be those Senators who hav e a reputation of 
being paragons of v irtue will turn out to hav e 
campaign funds too, to which their friends and 
ev en strangers contribute, under-the-table as well 
as otherwise. 
Candidates can, of course, say that they do not 
know who contributes to their campaign funds, 
that they do not scrutinize the lists, that they do 
not check each name and certainly that they 
nev er heard of under-the-table contributions. So, 
how* is this or any Committee going to discov er 
the under-the-table contributions? Senator Mc­ 
Clellan might inv estigate an almost perfect ex ­ 
ample of that sort of thing, inv olv ing the defeat 
of Senator Burton K. VVhecler, a leading Demo­ 
crat and a great liberal in his day . He was de­ 
feated by money sent into Montana from New 
York and subsequently a similar attempt was 
made to defeat the late Sen. Pat McCarran by the 
! same corruption. 
It would be of v alue to get at a pattern be­ 
cause this seems clear that if politicians take 
under-the-table money , it is not to indulge them­ 
selv es in licentious liv ing but to hav e the where- 
w ithal to remain in office, w*hich ev ery y ear bc- 
j comes increasingly ex pensiv e. The problem then 
is to get at election costs which are all out of line 
in relationship to the salaries paid and the 
amount of time an elected official has to giv e to 
the job and to being re-elected. To a degree, the 
j process of being re-elected is continuous for some 
public officials who come from highly competitiv e 
and unstable areas where they hav e to show 
themselv es constantly , sit on daises at public din­ 
ners, attend wakes and bar mitzv as, buy tickets 
for innumerable charities, including many fake 
but popular affairs, and just keep their names 
aliv e by making the silliest statements, such as 
ev en a tele\ision gag-wTiter would be ashamed 
to acknowledge. 
All this costs money and unless one comes 
into politics with inherited monev or after he has 
managed to accumulate large sums honestly or 
any wise, it is a v ery tough racket and particular­ 
ly hard on the womenfolk. 
One of the most lucrativ e way s of g etting on 
is to make a freak of oneself on the Senate floor 
and then go lecturing at $1,500 a lecture. This 
inv olv es no work, ex cept trav el. It is possible to 
become popular with some particular group and 
then their societies all ov er the country arrange 
such lectures. It is an indirect subsidy and cannot 
be called a campaign fund and breaks no law. 
So. ex actly what is going to be inv estigated 
and what will it prov e? Mostly that if a guy goes 
into public life without much money , he has to 
get some. The best way is to marry a rich wife.

MORE ABOUT SEX HORMONES 
We had not quite finished y esterday discussing 
estrogen, the female sex . hormone. Estrogen may 
be used in y oung girls whose bodies remain child­ 
like and who do not show normal sex ual dev elop­ 
ment at the proper age. Their organs may be 
sluggish but are essentially normal. The most 
common use of estrogens is for easing the dis­ 
turbances of woman’s change of life. 
The menopause (cessation of menstrual per­ 
iods) may ’ appear quite early in the liv es of 
some women but usually it occurs after the age 
of forty . It is usually later in women who begin 
to menstruate at an early age than in those 
who begin later. We all know that many well- 
adjusted women go through the menopause with 
v ery little stress or strain but others hav e sy mp­ 
toms that may be v ery * mild or ex tremely sev ere; 
hot flashes, dizziness, palpitation, tingling, sleep­ 
lessness, irritability , nerv ousness, easy fatigabil­ 
ity . Careful doses of estrogens can replace hor­ 
mones that the ov aries are ceasing to produce 
and help to escort the patient ov er this difficult 
period. 
To look at another use of the sex hormones 
let us consider cancer of the prostate gland, an 
ex clusiv ely male disease afflicting about one man 
in twenty past the age of fifty . The prostate is an 
accessory sex gland, encircling the urinary canal 
in the bladder outlet. Its grow th and dev elopment 
is strongly influenced by the male hormone, tes 
tosterone. 
• 
Cancer of the breast is the most common ty pe 
of malignant tumor in women although it can 
occur in men as well. Dev elopment and function 
of the female breast is largely controlled by the 
female hormones. 
Since prostate and breast growth are stimu­ 
lated by male and female hormones, respectiv ely , 
suppression of the hormones might cause cancer 
cells of those organs to recede. This could easily 
be accomplished, in theory , by giv ing female hor­ 
mone to balance or neutralize male hormone, or 
v ice v ersa. In practice, such treatment has been 
strikingly successful. 
Female hormone giv en to a man with pros­ 
tatic cancer causes the cancer to decrease. Ev en 
where cancer cells hav e spread to a man’s chest, 
female hormone 
has caused such 
growth 
to 
shriv el up and disappear. 
Male hormone giv en to women with breast 
cancer has caused the tumors to decrease, has 
lessened pain and giv en many patients a feeling 
of v igorous well-being. 
These are wonderful qualities of the sex glands 
but we must nev er forget that the sex hormones 
can be two-edged weapons. It already is known 
that they can be chemical stimulators of cancers 
that already ex ist in the reproductiv e organs. 
For ex ample, large, self-taken doses of male hor­ 
mone upsets the balance of the body and may be 
disastrous if unsuspected cancer cells are already 
present in the prostate gland.

Mo re Tax Relief 
Is Urged to Help 
Small Businesses 


W ashing ton, M arch 15 <.P>— 
Sen. Fulbrig ht (D.-Ark.) urg ed 
Cong ress today to vote additional 
j tax relief to sm all businesses. 
Fulbrig ht offered as an am end­ 
m ent a House-approved bill to 
ex tend present corporation and 
ex cise 
tax 
rates 
a 
proposal 
which he said would be of g reat 
benefit to corporations w ith an­ 
nual earning s of $225,000 and 
under. 
At present, Fulbrig ht said in 
rem arks prepared for the Senate, 
corporations are subject to an in­ 
come tax of 30 per cent on their 
net earning s plus a 22 per cent 
surtax on earning s above $25,000. 
His am endm ent would reverse 
the percentag es—th at is, tax cor­ 
porations 22 per cent of their net 
income plus a surtax of 30 per 
cent on earning s over $25,000. 
He said if Cong ress feels the 
treasury could not stand the rev­ 
enue loss of around 300 million 
dollars which would result, he 
would propose th at the 30 per 
cent surtax be hiked to 31 per 
cent. 
Under the la tte r proposal, he 
said, all firms earning less than 
$225,000 would receive a tax re­ 
duction, 
those 
earning s 
m ore 
than th at would g et an increase. 
“Obviously this redistribution 
of the im pact of corporate tax es 
would benefit the low income 
corporations,” 
Fulbrig ht 
said. 
“While the tax relief afforded 
would be modest, I believe it 
would have a sig nificant benefi­ 
cial effect on the sm aller busi­ 
nesses of the nation.”

An d erson (D.-N.M.), for­ 
mer secretary of agriculture who 
also opposed the d ual parity , said 
“lets make this bill realistic so 
y ou d on ’t ask the man d own in 
the White House to veto it." 
But Democrats an d Republi­ 
can s from western wheat states 
combin ed to en gin eer the ad min ­ 
istration setback.

WE Wo rkers Still 
Manag e Despite 
Ex tended Strike 


Pittsburgh, March 15.<^P>—No 
m atter how or when the pro­ 
longed Westinghouse strike fi­ 
nally is settled, it might be y ears 
before the average worker gets 
on his feet again financially . 
Every day the strike rolls on 
just means this “little guy ” is 
sq ueezed that much harder. The 
best available estimate of total 
wages lost exceeds 100 million 
dollars. 
IT’S BEEN nearly five months 
since strikers have had a pay ­ 
check; five months without a 
steady income. 
How have they 
managed? 
“We’re not living high. 
But 
we’re getting along. Nobody ’s 
starving, nobody ’s out in the 
street, 
nobody ’s 
cold. 
You 
couldn’t expect more.” 
That capsule comment came 
today 
from 
Samuel 
Wilkins, 
chief union shop steward at 
Westinghouse 
Electric 
Corp.’s 
sprawling East Pittsburgh plant, 


largest in the firm’s far-flung 
sy stem and one of 40 struck 
since last October. 
“ANYONE 
WHO 
has ' been 
cold or hungry or in need of 
medical care, we’ve taken care 
of them,” said Wilkins, a fitter 
employ ed by Westinghouse for 
22 y ears. 
By “we” he meant the AFL- 
CIO 
International 
Union 
of 
Electrical Workers and its big­ 
gest, most powerful Westing­ 
house unit, Local 601. At the 
start of the strike Oct. 17, the 
local counted some 10,000 mem­ 
bers. In all, the AFL-CIO IUE 
called out 44,000 workers. 
Wilkins said he knew of no 
case where a Local 601 member 
was evicted, lost his home or 
had his auto repossessed—if he 
applied to the union for aid.
